Claims 5 and 6 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

As to claim 5, line 3, "the absolute value" lacks antecedent basis. 

As to claim 5, lines 3-4, "the direct current component" lacks antecedent basis. 

As to claim 6, line 3, "a direct current component" is unclear because there is a 
previous recitation of a direct current component in claim 5. Is this the same component 
or a different one? 

Appropriate correction is required.

Claims 1-8 are allowed over the prior art because the prior art fails to disclose a 
control means for controlling an electrifying means for electrifying a toner image on a 
movable image carrier before the toner image reaches the transfer position. The control 
means controls the bias applied to the electrifying means in accordance with information 
related to a surface roughness of the transfer medium.
